till the side Is one tad one-fourth Inches high. Fasten off by slicing away 
gradually the underside of the last two Inches of csoie; cbverinf; It as before 
till the last one-half Inch Is reached, which should be so thin that It can be 
treated us If part of the row beneath and a few stitches taken over both to- 
gether. The little basket thus made when turned upside down form* the teat 
of the chair.

The BaclL—Another colled center must be made exactly the same size as 


the seat, leaving about fourteen Inches of cane still mined. From where 
colling ceases at center back Join two Inches of this untited cane to the seat 
by the Navajo stitch, taking the needle down on one side of the cane, which 
forms the actual edge of the seat, to the Inside of the basket and brtnrlng It 
up on the other side of the same cane. Long stitches over two canes together 
though easier, would spoil the character of the work. At this stage turn the 
still unused cane sharply back and sew It back on Itself for about an Inch. 
Should It crack, shave off any splinters and wind the raffia two or three times 
round the breakage to preserve a rounded appearance. From this point wind 
the nffia round the cane till It reaches the side of the back, the two sides of 
which must be pressed forward. Work on as before tJDI the cane reaches a 
corresponding point on the other side, and before covering the cue nMsira 
the length which will be needed to cross the gap between chair and seat and 
the extra Inch for the arm. This lime the cane must be bent sharply down- 
ward and carried along the back edge of Oie seat to where the cane for the 
other arm started, cutting away any surplus end. 


'wind the raffia round the cane to match the gap on the other .side, and 


when the seat is reached take the needle through to the Inside of the basket. 
as the under cane must first be sewed into Its place. When the middle of the 
back Is reached take the raffia thread down under the seat, bringing it up 
again at the point where It Is needed for the Inch of cane which is to form 
Uie upper part of the arm.

GREAT m CRISIS 


Experts Aro Hopeful That Rem- 


edy Will Be Found, 


PERIL NOT YET OVERCOME 


Announcement to the Contrary Hai 


Proved 
Premature — Germany 
May 


Yet Send Submarine* to Our Shores 
and Endanger All Export and Import 
Trade. 


The menace of the German subma- 


rine grows more serious daily. It has 
now developed liito the crisis of the 
conflict. Unlesf some means are found 
within the next three months of com- 
batiug or' circumventing it the cause 
of the allies will become Imperiled. 
U boats are performing on a grand 
scale -what is equivalent In land op- 
erations to cutting an enemy's lines of 
communication and supply In the rear. 
Military history shows that, while this 
strategy is not necessarily fatal, It In- 
volves grave danger and requires rad- 
ical realignment. 


So far England. France and Italy are 


the sufferers, but if submarine warfare 
develops in the next six months as rap- 
idly as it has in the past sis months 
then the United States is certain, to 
feel its effects. The range of its ac- 
tivities can be extended from the pres- 
ent limited zones around England and 
in the Mediterranean to the American 
coast This possibility is causing con- 
cern to our own naval authorities. 


Secretary Lane's warning on the 


gravity of the situation was not lightly 
uttered nor without reasons. 


Many Suggestions Offered.' 


It is now known that the announce- 


ment of W. L. Saunders in A'ew York 
that the problem had been solved is 
more of a hope than a reality. His 
statements were not supported or con- 
Brmed by government authorities in 
Washington. 


A large number of suggestions and 


plans have been submitted, and more 
are coming in every day, but none of 
them has yet passed beyond the tneo 
retical or experimental stage. 


The proposals may be roughly divid- 


ed into two general classifications— 
namely, devices for destruction of U 
boats and methods of circumventing or 
minimizing their destructiveness. 
In 


the first class are innumerable inven- 
tions for offensive weapons and arma- 
ment, including deadly electrical ap- 
paratus. A sample of the second class 
is the plan for constructing large num- 
bers of wooden vessels to run the block- 
ade. 


Secrecy very properly surrounds all 


these proposals, and the government 
intends to maintain strict silence about 
them until actual results are obtained. 
Germany "would like nothing better 
than to know in advance just what the 
allies have up then: sleeves or intend 
doing. Severe censorship has been im- 
posed on any farther official or semi- 
official utterances like that of Mr. 
Saunders. 


Losses May Soon Be Fett Here. 


Submarine destruction of merchant 


ships even If confined to the Euro- 
pean barred zones will soon be felt 
indirectly in the United States. The 
loss so far has fallen only on England, 
France and Italy through sulking of 
supplies consigned to them. 


Within a short time, however, com- 


merce throughout the world will be 
curtailed. England will be obliged to 
draw in her ships now engaged In for- 
eign trade for the greater necessity of 
directly supplying herself and her ar- 
mies. This will reduce the tonnago 
now employed in carrying cargoes of 
certain commodities which the United 
States imports, such as wool from Eng- 
land and her possessions, hides from 
Argentina, tin from the Straits Settle- 
ments and rubber from the far east 
and South America. A very large part 
of this trade is carried in British bot- 
toms. 


If German submarines should dash 


across the ocean and raid commerce 
along the American coast there would 
be a panic in these particular commodi- 
ty markets. The effect on our exports 
of foodstuffs, cotton and munitions 
would l>e equally disastrous.

Outlining the 
purpose and scope of the plan "William 
B. Wilson, secretary of labor, said: 


"Several of the states and many of 


the boys' clubs and organizations have 
undertaken already to mobilize the 
youth of the country to assist in pro- 
moting an early and successful con- 
clusion of the war. The department of 
labor has entered upon the work to in- 
troduce federal methods of co-ordinat- 
ing these organizations, to assure that 
distribution of the labor thus obtained 
which will give the greatest benefit 
to the nation, to prevent waste of ef- 
fort and a duplication of activity and 
to give the project a national aspect. 


"The department, as a result of a 


survey of the country, estimates that 
there are 5.000,000 boys between six- 
teen and the age of enlistment. At 
least ,2.000.000 of these boys are per- 
manently idle, and during the summer 
months the number of unoccupied boys 
is greatly augmented. The department 
proposes to enroll these boys for the 
performance of the work which each 
is most capable of doing. The majority 
of them will be utilized on farms. 
Those having had experience with 
tools, boys who have received manual 
training instruction in the high schools. 
will be placed probably in the ship- 
building yards. Many will go to other 
industries. 


"Xo boy under sixteen years of age 


will be accepted. Each must pass a 
careful physical examination made by 
a qualified physician, showing that lie 
is able to tithstaud the rigors of the 
labor which he proposes to perform 
without dctrinacJit to his health and 
that he has no communicable disease- 
The consent of his parents or guardian 
and, if employed, of bis employer for 
the term of his enrollment must be 
given. Xo boy will be permitted to en- 
roll for less than a month of service."

to make provision for helping to feed 
lie population of the central powers 
after the war, according to Carl Vroo- 
man, assistant secretary of agriculture. 


'If the war ends this year, or when- 


ever it ends," he said, "a part of the 
task of the United- States will be to 
lelp feed the people of Germany and 


allies, who will assuredly be in 


dire need when they stop fighting. 


"This war," he continued, "is a war 


against famine. It will be won by the 
nation that can best supply itself and 
ts allies with food." 
Mr. Vrooman has just come from a 


tour of the southern and southwestern 
states, where he was sent by the dfr 
jartment of agriculture^ urge greater 
tood production. He wild" the depart 
ment had been assured by the farmers 
of the south and west that they would 
add 20 per cent to their normal pro- 
duction of crops. He advised southern 
larmers to. raise less tobacco-and more 
grain. • 


Mr. Vrooman said that the prospects 


for a big wheat crop in the United 
States were poor. He also said that 
Argentina urould have a small crdp. 
He expected the United States gov- 
ernment to follow the lead of Euro- 
lean governments in prescribing "war 
jread"—that is, bread that used all of 
the wheat He estimated this would 
mean a saving of from 40,000,000 to 
50,000,000 bushels of wheat a year In" 
America. 


•With the farmers of the United 


States doing their part to better the 
food situation," he said, 'It Is the part 
of the city dwellers to help by conserv- 
ing the supply." 


He said $700,000,000 a year in food 


was wasted in the kitchens of the 
United States and urged the house- 
wives to practice economy In food and 
to teach their cooks to practice econ- 
omy. 


"The average American when he goe» 


into a restaurant orders enough food 
for three persons," he said, "Just be- 
cause he can pay for it"

such odd cognomens M Adder, Moc- 
casin, Pike, Sturgeon, Shark, Carp, 
Haddock, etc., on the naval lists. Be- 
fore this list of piocatorfcl names ran 
oat the system -was changed, and des- 
ignations of A-l. A-2, B-l, B-2, etc., 
down to toe more recent submarine 
authorized In 1015, known as the O 
class. 


In general the number* applied cor- 


respond to the particular lot in which 
they were constructed, and the letters 
closely follow the number of years 
since they were first built In Ger- 
many they are all Junowa as U boats, 
Uie U being the first letter of UBtersee- 
boot, meaning submarine
